RULES FOR HOMESTEADERS

Commissioner Richards. lssues
Useful Pamphlet.

W. A. Richards, commissionor of
the general land office, bas prepared
a olrealar letter of instroctions, a
copy of whioh will be seot in the fu.
ture to every person who makes s
homestead entry of publio land. The
letter 18 futended to noquaint overy
entryman  with the terms and pro-
visions of the homestead law, and the
requirments for obtaining land apder
its provisions so that, in the future,
ignorance of the law will not palli-
ateo any fallare to comply with it,.

Sixty-nine thonsand homestead en-
tries  were made last year and this
your they are avernging 4000 a month.

On the back of the circular lotter
is printed information concerning the
homestend law, the requirments of
tho general laod office and suggestions
to the entrymnn, which, if fally fol-
lowed, would ooable him to fally
comply with the law in letter and
spiris,

The eiroualr letter is as follows :
